RUN DOWN BY LEAVY. 


Two Savannah DPesperadoes Arrested in 
Brunswick. 

Brunswick, Ga., June 25.—[Special./— 
United States Deputy Marshal L. J. Leavy 
arrested today Edward Hazel and Emmett 
Keel, two negroes badly wanted in Savannah, 
for assault with intent to murder Justice 
Winkler there last week. The negroes escaped 
from Savannah, and came to Brunsw ick, and 
from here went to Colone!’s island, about six 
miles from the city. Officer Leavy visited 
Savannah last week, and warrants for 
their arrest were given him. Return- 
ig here he started some detective 
work of his own, and al] the time has been 
working on the case. The negroes were wary, 
and could not be approached. They were 
working with about forty others and when 
Stran; vers approached dropped their work and 
started torun. Today some of their friends 
— from Savannah, and notified them that 

Otlicer Leavy was after them. They received 
their pay and started by boat for Brunswick. 
Otticer Leavy was notified and was at the 
dock waiting for them. As they landed he 
approached. Mazel moved for his pistol but 
Leavy covered him guick asa fiash. A crowd 
collected, and a bystander handcuffed them 
while Leavy kept the pistol aimed at Hazel. 
Both were afraid to run. Hazel is an ex-con- 
vict and desperado. On last Tuesday he 
attacked Justice Winkler, of Savannah, for 
sentencing him some time previous for carry- 
ing concealed v weapons. Officer Leavy’s fine 
detective work got hiia his man, and it is re- 
markable that Hazel did not shoot him when 
he was arrested. Both he and Keel are lodged 
in jail here, and will be > sent to Savannah.

A BONE OF CONTENTION IN 
LEDERAL 


THE 
COURT. ‘ 


The Central Road Accused of Systematically 
Kiunning Down the Griffin Koad, so as to 
livin It. 


Macon, Ga., June 25.—[Special.}—In the 
United States circu:t court this morning, be- 
fore his honor, Judge Emory Speer, sitting in 
chancery, hearing in the case of the minority 
stockholders of the Grittinand North Alabama 
Railroad company against the Central Rail- 
road and Banking company, of Georgia, was 
commenced. 

The complainants are ondeavoring to 

WREST THE CONTROL 

of the Griffin road from the Ventral con pany, 
and are asking for the appointment vf a re- 
ceiver forthat company. Judge A. M. Speer, 
of counsel for complainants, made tlre opening 
speec h. He held the attention of the court for 
two hours in an exhaustive review of the evi- 
dence and comments upon the law applicable 
to the facts. From his statement of the facts, 
as he pent through the 

HISTORY OF THE TRANSACTION, 
citing the record, it appears that the Macon 
and W estern Railroad company advanced cer- 

tain funds to the Griffin, North Georgia and 
Alabama Railroad company about the year 
1869, taking 1,500 shares of stock in the latter 
company as security, with authority to vote 
the stock. In 1872, 1,500 more shares were 
obtained on similar terms. The Macon and 
Western company was then consolidated with 
the Central by act of the legislature. Shortly 
after the Central, baving acquired in the 
above manner a maiority of the stock in the 
Grittin, North Georgia and Alabama Kailroad 
company, 

TURNED OUT THE OLD OFFICERS 
and had elected the officers of the Central the 
oflicers of that company also. Evidence was 
referred to showing that the Central company 
had been engaged systematically in diverting 
freight which w ould have passed over the 
Griffin line, around by way of Atlanta over 
the main line of the Cen tral, although the dis- 
tance between Newnan and Griffin by the 
former line was forty miles shorter. That the 
rolling stock had been allowed to run down to 

TWO “BULL” ENGINES, 
two coaches and two flat cars. The engines 
having been so named because a bob-tailed 
piney woods bull had butt one of them off the 
track. It was stated from the reports of th 
company that, since the road had passed into 
the hands of the Central, the net profits had 
gradually decreased. Without any improve- 
ment in the road, the expenses of running it, 
as compared with the gross earnings. had 
gradually increased from 47 per cent to 90 per 
cent, and that the Central baving 
RELEASED ITS HOLD 
on a portion of the collateral stock held by it 
had, through connivance with its officers in 
charge of the Griffin road, gotten hold of the 
mortgage bonds in place of the stock, and was 
proceeding to foreclose its mortgage for the 
purpose of buying up the road and freezing 
out the minority stockholders. It was further 
argued by the counsel that the facts taken to- 
gether showed that the Central has been en- 
gaged systimatically in 
RUNNING DOWN THE ROAD, 
so as to buy it in at the right time, and that 
General Alexander, who was president of both 
roads, was aliowing the mortgage on the 
Gritlin road to be foveclosed by the Central 
and making no defense. 

H, ©. Cunningham, of Savannah, com- 
mencegl his reply for the defendants. His ef- 
forts as far as he went were directed to showing 
that the complainants were the minority stock- 
holders 

HAD NO STANDING IN THE COURT, 
that they had acquired the stock with full 
not Oe « of the fact that the Central had a con- 
troliing interest in the road, and that some of 
them acquired their stock by inheritance 
from persons who had bargained with Central 
to put its monevin it, and others had come 
into possession of the stock within a year for 
the purpose of conferring jurisdiction in the 
federal court. His argument will be concluded 
tomorrow morning.

SAVANNAH, Ga., June 25.—The bonds of the 
Savaunah and Western railroad, from Americus to 
Savannah, Ga., have been placed, and money is in 
the treasury of the company, The line is located, 
and forces are at work ona partofit.

The Cens 
tral railroad of Georgia is largely interested in this 
enterprise.

Atlanta has the reputation of possessing 
the will and ability to blow its own horn, 
and ji must be admitted that its enthusiastic 
citizens are not slow to make the advanta- 
ges of the town known wherever they go. 

One of the results of this local enthusiasm 
fe that Atlanta has been for, years the best 
adversised city the North American con- 
tinent. What the enthusiasm of citizens 
has failed to do in this direction Tur Con- 
ATITU SION has done, so that there is nota 
community in these United States but 
knows more or Jess about Atlanta. 

The local pride of the citizen is here such 
a serious and such an absorbing matter that 
the fact tnat Atlanta is merely a municipal 
corperation is forgotten, and the city takes 
shape in the imagination as a living entity 
to be cared for until it is nursed into matur- 
ity.

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Moving Mail by Minutes. 

The matter of the transportation of our 
mails from one part of the country to an 
other seems soon to be a question of minutes 
instead of days or hours, 

During the past few months rapid mail 
transit has been constantly discussed before 
the public, and many devices, on which 
mind and money are now at work, have 
been suggested by -which distance will be 
mnade to become only a matter of minutes in 
the transportation of our mails, 

The latest time annihilator is the Electro- 
Automatic Transit company, of Baltimore, 
which is backed by millions of dollars, and 
the successful test of the principle of the 
wonderful electric railway which it proposes 
to utilize for the mails certainly indicates 
at least the probability of an early revolution 
in our mail carrying service. | 

It is proposed to carry the mails between 
New York and Omaha in less than twelve 
hours, and between all points at the rate of 
three miles a minute. 

Think of it—a letter around the world in 
less than six days! Yet this is what it is 
proposed to do, and what will be done —be- 
fore many years have elapsed. 

Among the officers and directors of the 
company are several millionaires, one or 
two many millionaires. ‘They have closely 
watched the various trials of the revolution- 
ary device, and declare that they are satis- 
fied with the results, 

The proposed road for the electric motor 
and cars is to be built on the surface of tle 
ground, with a track of two feet gauge, and 
elevated where necessary. It will cost less 
than $5,000 per mile. The motor is eighteen 
feet long and two anda half feet square at 
each end, and contains the electrical appli- 
ances necessary formoving the caror cars. 
The electrical force is generated at stations 
of a hundred or so miles apart, and the 
tracks convey the electricity. 

Arrangements are now being made for 
the immediate buildingof an extended road, 
and as soon as it is practically demonstrated 
that the device will do all that is claimed 
for it, Atlanta will proceed to have one-of 
herown.

WIHTITLOCK GUILTY OF MANSIAUGH-

Whitlock Sentenced for Ten Years ind Motion to 


Be Made fora New Trial—The Hanye Jury is 
Severely Censure’ by Jucge Richard Clark. 


“Guilty of manslaugliter ‘”’ 
“Not guilty!’ 

The two verdicts were rendered yesterday in 
two Fulton county murder cases. 

The first was in the case of Mr. M. T. Whit- 
lock, just tried for the murder of Mr. J. C. 
Belding. 

The second verdict was in the case of Arthur 
Hanye, the 17-year old boy, tried for the mur- 
der of the Italian fruit vender, Amoroso, 

THE WHITLOCK VERDICT. 

As stated in THe ConsTITUTION yesterday 
morning the Whitlock jury.‘after being out 
for six and a half hours, were sent to their 
hotel without arriving at a verdict. 

Yesterday morning they were ready with a 
verdict, and immediately after Judge Clark 
reached the courtroom, at 9 o'clock, the jury 
was brought in. 

The room was crowded. 

Whitlock was sitting with his counsel, pale 
and nervous.' Neither his wife nor his child 
were present. 

The verdict was handed to the solicitor, and 
he read it in a distinctly audible voice: 

“Guilty of manslaughter.” 

Whitlock bowed his head and sobbed aloud. 

‘‘Are there any reasons,’’ asked Judge 
Clark, ‘“‘Why sentence should not be pro- 
nounced ?’’ 

Judge Anderson, Captain Ellis and Colone) 
Hulsey, in the order named, spoke brietiy and 
feelingly, urging that leniency be shown. 

Judge Clark reviewed the case briefly, touch- 
ing especially upon the theory of Belding’s 
having an open knifein his hand. The law, 
he said, made sentence one to twenty years, at 
the discretion of the judge. 

‘‘A sentence of twenty years,’ said Judge 
Clark, ‘‘would cut Whitlock off from all life 
that is worth living, and would seem vindic- 
tive. A sentence of one year would seem con- 
sidering the crime too lightly. 1 shall sen- 
tence Mr. Whitlock to be contined in the peni- 
tentiary for ten years.”’ 

Judge Anderson arose immediately and gave 
notice that a motion would be made for a new 
trial. 

Whitlock was carried back to his cell at the 
jail, Noeffort has been made yet to have him 
released on bond, though it is probable that 
this will be done, 

THE HANYE VERDICT. 

When the Hanye case was abruptly” post- 
poned a week ago on account of the death of 
the boy’s mother, argument in the case had 
just begun. 

Mayor Glenn had concluded his argument. 

Yesterday morning, when the case was re- 
sumed, Colonel T. P. Westmoreland conelnd- 
ed the argument for the defense, and Solicitor 
Hill followed in the final argument. 

Judge Clark’s charge was one of the finest 
ever delivered here—plain, impartial and com- 
plete. 

At 2 o’clock the case was given to the jury. 
The verdict came in about half-past four. 

‘Not guilty.” 

The verdict was not unlooked for, though 
the state’s evidence was simply conclusive. 
The mother’s death, coming just as it did, 
could not have been without its effect on the 
jury. 

“Mr. Hanye,”’ said the judge, “the jury 
have found you not guilty, though you have 
committed either murder or voluntary man- 
Slaughter. There is nothing for me to do now 
but to discharge you from the custody of this 
court. The trial will make you better or 
worse, and I hope the change will be for the 
better. Remember that you have been guilty 
of manslaughter at least, and perhaps of mur- 
der. Kealize what that means, and let the 
consciousness of that fact be a warning to you 
for alltime tocome. But the jury have found 
you not guilty. You are discharged from cus- 
tody.’”’ 

WILL SPINKS FREE, 

After Hanve was discharged, Will Spinks 
was released from jail on hisown recognizance. 

Spinks is the eighteen-year-old bey who 
was with Hanye at the time of the killing. 
Hianye’s accidental acquittal is practically an 
end of the proceedings against Spinks. The 
charge against Spinks was murder.

FROM CHATTOOGATO QUINCY, FLOR. 
IDA, AND SAVANNAH, 

Mr. W. B. Low Goes to New York to Con« 
summate the Scheme—The New System 

Practically Assured. 


Georgia is tohave another great railroad 
System, to be builtin connection with the 
Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus, the Colume 
bus Southern and other existing lines. 

Mr. W. B. Lowe left Monday for New York 
to consummate arrangements with Messrs, 
Sully, Borg & Dow, the capitalists who fur. 
nished the money to build the Chattanooga 
Rome and Columbus. sae 

A few weeks ago Captain English stated in 
aninterview in Tar Constrrutron that the 
bonds ot the Columbus Southern had been 
sold. Mr. Lowe stated in an interview a 
month or so before that he had taken Mr. 
Duval, of the Florida Railway and Navigation 
company, over the ground between ths 
southern terminus of the Columbus, Southern 
and Quincy, Florida, and that Mr. Duval had 
gone home to recommend to his stockholders 
the building of a road from Dawson to (Juincy, 
That would complete the connection from 
Chattanooga by a north and south line from 
Chattanooga to Quincy when the Chattanooga, 
Rome and Columbus is completed to’ Co- 
lum bus. 

It is now proposed to unite these roads in 
one system from Chattanooga to Quincy, and 
there to make close traflic arrangements with 
the Florida Railway and Navigation company, 

Itis proposed to extend the Chattanooga 
Rome and Columbus by way of Warm Sp1 ings 
to Cordele, and on to Savannah. It is said 
that this will make a shorter route from Chate 
tanooga to Savannah than any existing line, 
Other extensions are proposed, but just what 
the details are will not be known till Mr. Lowe 
consummates the arrangements in New York. 
[t is thought that when he returns, ten days 
hence, the Chattahoochee Brick company 
will put a heavy force at work on the road. 

Captain J, W. English is now in Columbnua, 
and itisthough that arrangements will be 
made with the Georgia Midland for an en- 
trance into that place. The intersection of 
that road by the Chattanooga, Rome and Coe 
lumbus will be at Warm Springs. 

Mr. Lowe went off in high spirits, and it is 
thought that the new system is practically

How the road will come into Atlantais not 
stated. It has been the plan heretofore to 
build a branch of the Chattanooga, Rome and 
Columbus from Cedartown direct to Atlanta, 
aud that entrance will probably be adopted.

4 WHOLE FAMILY POISONED AT A 
BOARDING HOUSeE. 


There is a Mystery Connected With the Matter That 
Will Probably Remain Unsolved Unlessa Strict 
Investigation is Made. 


There is a very sick family at No. 35 North 
Pryor street. 

Mrs. W. T. Hudson, who keeps a boarding 
house there, is lying yery ill, and her husband 
and four children have also been prostrated. 

Five boarders at the house have been at- 
tacked in the same manner, and the case isa 
mystery to the physicians in attendance. 

Mrs. Hudson was seen yesterday afternoon, 
and she said: 

It is unaccountable. We were all attacked 
Monday, about the same time and in the same 
manner; severe cramps and aching in the 
bones allover. We sent for Dr. Scott, our 
family physician; and some of our boarders 

called their own phy sicians, Dr. Bennett and 
Dr. Westmoreland.

‘*To what do you attribute your illness ?’ 

“We are nuable to tell. I have thought 
possibly it was the ice cream freezer.

A young 
gentleman boarder helped me to freeze the 
cream Sunday, and before we began he asked 
if the freezer was all right, and the cook said 
that it was. We all ato the ice cream, and 
thought no more about it until we were taken 
sick.”’

‘‘Not unless it is due to the use of water from 
the well in the yard. We had it cleaned out 
a short time ago, and we have been using from 
that and from the artesian hy drant.

Justas the lady was talking, groans and 
cries came from another room, and a servant 
hurried to wait upon a sick young iady. 

At the house, besides Mrs. Lhadson and her 
children, are Miss Daningham, Miss Lula 
Caldwell,Mr. Berry, and Mr. Bunning. Messrs. 
Magby and Carbett, of the Zouaves’ band, 
have gone to Oxford and have not been heard 
from. 

A neighbor saysthat the well had a bad 
odor and had not been used ina long while. 
The well was cleaned out only a short time 
ago, and it is suspected that the water is con- 
taminated. 

Meanwhile the inmates of the house are 
suffering, and thecanse of their illness re- 
mains a mystery, eventothe physicians, It 
is thought by some that itisa case of ice 
crean poisoning, and by others that it is from 
impure water.
